COAL FAMINE THIS WINTER! 


BURDEN OF SUPPLYING MAJORITY OF CONSUMERS IN 
ALBERTA AND SASKATCHEWAN: .WILL FALL ON 


MINES iN THIS DISTRICT OWING TO CROW’S 


STRIKE. 

At a time when ‘the coal men 
who are in. touch avith the. situa- 
tion in Western Canada are pre- 


dicting a shortage during the coming 
winter, and much resulting hardship 
throughout the whole of the prairie 
domain, comes the announcement that 
the Jasper Park and Yellowhead Pass 
Coal companies will be in a position be- 
fore the fall is far advanced, to turn 
out not less than 1000 tons of coal 
a day, and the assurance that so far 
as Gentral Alberta is concerned al 
least, there is not the slightest fear 
of ashortage. The opening up of the 
Weslern mines has come at an oppor: 
tune time for the people of Edmonten 
and the surrounding districts, fur it 
will’ save them from the effects of tig 
fuel Ta which the eoal strike is 
\thely. to create. 

Frank Smith, consulting engineer for 
these companies, and fer sther jarze 
coal concerns in the west, returneg to 
the cily yesterday afler a visit ty the 
coalflelds of Jasper park. “Within 
the next couple of weeks,” he informed 
the Capital last evening, “the Jasper 
Park Collieries will be turning out at 
Jeast 200 tons of coal per day for use 
in connection with the G. T. P. con- 
struction. By the end of -Septem- 
ber they will be turning out not less 
than 500 tons a day, and a much greal- 
er production than this will be pos- 
sible. The grade is now completed to 
‘within a couple of miles of the Yel- 
lowhead Coal company’s property, steel 
Will be jaid as far as the MeLeod vriver 
by the end of this week, and within a 
short lime thisgeompany will also be 
shipping coal, From 200 to 300 tons 
of coal per day will be shipped, ] 
will be April or May of next year before 
the Pacifle Coal company's mines will 
ship coal by rail. The;eoal shipment 
from these western mines will, hhow- 
ever, be adequate during the coming 
winter, to assure the Edmonton dis- 
trict al least, against the possibility of 
famine, whatever may be the ouleome 
of the miners’ strike inthe, south." 

It is’ probable that. the whole of 


Western Canada will be benetleially af-- 


fected this winter in a most substan- 
tial way by the opening up of these 
new mines, as a coal shortage has 
come lo be regarded as _— inevitable. 
The prairie population has vastly in- 
creased, while the output of caal in 
{he south has been at a_ standstill 
throughout the summer, 
Coal Famine Predicted 

A coal famine of the most serious 
proportions is likely to visit the pro- 
vineces Of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
during the coming” Winter as the out- 
come of the strike of the southern 


miners, according to Geo, S. Montgom- 


ery, managing director of the Alberta 
Coal company, who has just returned 
to the city from the east. In con- 
versation with the Capital yesterday, 


‘Mr. Montgomery expressed the opinion 


that even if the strike be brought to an 
end in the immediate fulure, the short- 


felt throughout the newer prairie prov-

inces, while if the struggle between the 
miners and operators in the south con- 
tinues the situation will be an alarming 
one, 

Mr. Montgomery quoted D. E. 
Adams, a coal man resident in Winni- 
peg who is largely interested in Leth- 
bridge mines, to the effect that Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta are likely to 
suffer severely while Manitoba will es- 
eape the famine by shipping coal in 
from the east. Mr. Adams declared 
that the greater part of Manitoba's 
supply will be shipped in from’ the 
east during the winter of 1914-1912. 

Northern Mines Salvation of West 

In Saskatoon where the dealers laid 
in a large stock of coal in anticipation 
of the strike in the south, the supply 
has almost run out, and Mr, Montgom-. 
ery believes that the supply for the 
coming winter will be drawn mainly 
from the mines of the north, and that 
the demand will be such as to raise 
prices to an abnormal figure, a short- 
age being inevitable even then. “Thi 
coal men should be laying in a stoen 
for the winter now,” said he, “The 
requirements of the prairie provinces 
will be vastly greater than in any pre- 
vious year." Population has increased 
at so phenomenal a rate that it was im- 
possible to. overestimate the import- 
ance of securing a good supply. 

Just at the present time, while the 
Calgary papers report a shortage in 
the southern city, there is abundance 
of coal in Edmonton and distriet, for 
the consumption is at its very lowest 
level. Twelve ears of eoal a week 
are being shoipped to Calgary by the 
Humberstone, Coal) company, and— the 
Cardif coal company is also shipping 
large quantities to relieve the situation, 
“We cannot mine the coal fast enough 
to meet the demand," said E, G, Brew- 
er, manager of the Humberstone com- 
pany to the Capital yesterday. “On 
ear a day is being shipped west to 
Beckerdyke, at mile 57 on the G.'T. P., 
and the city of Edmonton sales amount 
to two ears a day.” 

The Western Coal company, which 
mainly supplies local consumers, is un- 
affected by the strike. Jas, Brehaut, 
the manager, said that he did not anti- 
cipate any serious diflculties in’ the 
western supply unless the strike was 
prolonged, Mr, Brehaut believes that 
in the event of the strike continuing, 
Edmonton eoal will be required as far 
west as Winnipeg during the coming 
winter. 

Calgary Dealer Holds for Rise In Price 

Meanwhile the people of Calgary are 
paying from $6.75 to $7 a ton for lig- 
nite coal whieh may be bought in Ed- 
mopton for 34, The normal retail 
price in Calgary, is in the neighborhood 
of $6/a ton, but the strike has foreed 
prices upward, C, L, Lott and Co., 
who are accredited with being practi- 
eally a branch of the Canadian Pacifle 
Railway system, have a stock on hand 
of 15,000 which they are making no ef-

BERLIN OFFICERS, WELL 
Lendon, July 6.——The Berlin polies 

whose methods are characterized — by 
remarkable thoreughness, are slowly 
gathering into their hands the threads 
which, it is hoped, will enable them to 
lay be the heels all the members of a 
dangerous gang of international swin- 
Jdlers and eard-sharpers, They were 
first put on the track of these plausible 
scoundrels by the arrest in Vienna of 
Count: Gisbert Wolff-Metlernich, who 
is charged with uttering a alrge num- 
ber of false bills of exchange, The 
bearer of a name, Whieh has an honor- 
able record in the annals of Austrian 
diplomacy, now lies in the Moabit pris- 
on in Berlin, and the indietment against 
him is nearly ready for production he- 
fore the courts, There is, however, 
some doubt as to whether his cause will 
come up for trial, For some time he 
has been under the observation of pris- 
on doetors, 

{ras been called in question, Strong ets 
| forts are made by bis lawyers lo pro- 
cure his release on the ground of men- 
tal irresponsibility. So far, however, 
the physicians at the prison have seen 
no cause for placing him in an asylum 
for the purpose of further observation, 

Meanwhile the examination of Count 

Metternieh has been so far fruitful of 
results that elews have been obtained 
to his alleged associates in a series of 
swindling operations, and one member 
of the gang has been secured by the 
police.

The chief 
of the wang, it was aseertained, was a 
certain Rudolf Stallmann, His other 
associates in crime were Count Matter- 
nich and Bujas, who have already beeu 
captured, and a man named Konig, but 
whose real name is Julius Steinmann. 
There was also a fifth member of this 
crimina) corporation, a supposed Eng- 
lishman,

Brutality of Boxing The Necessity 


Day Sports-—The 


of Cleanness in Wrestling 


The manner in which the Dominion Day sports were 
handled is suMcient to indicate the necessity of a good 
strong Association of Amateur Athletic clubs in Edmon- 
ton which would have a secretary who would be on 
the job when there was likely to be any trouble and who 
would be thoroughly conversant with the rules of the 
Alberta Amateur Athletic Association and familiar with 
all forms of athleties, Last Saturday no sports were 
held, Athletes had come frou Calgary, Lethbridge and 
other towns and eities in the provinee and were al the 
grounds ready to compete. There was good and suf- 
feient cause why there should not be sports, but the 
onicials of the meet had to get together and assuine 
authority whieh belonged only to the games commiltee 
in order to postpone the sports, There was neither 
the secretary of the committee nor any member of the 
committee on the grounds.

It would of course have lo be atlilixtes with 
the Alberta Amateur Athletic association, and such: thine 
as provincial championship meets would b+ antrolled 
by it and not by any club which: has interest= of jis own 
to look after.

and then the ehampion's swift uppercut lifting him to his 
feet only to drop him to the matt cold and apparently 
lifeless except for a slight nervous twitching of the 
limbs and shoulders, 

A local clergyman called around to the office and, 
while there, looked at the paper containiag an account 
of the fight, He started to read and by and by became 
so interested that he continued to read, © When he had 
linished the tivo columns he looked up and remarked 
what a brutal thing a prize fight must be. He was 
thoroughly shocked. 

Brutal as the fight may seem reading about it, a 
boxing exhibition is not really brutal. The padded 
gloves and careful refereeing prevents any dangerous 
injury being done either of the cambatants as a rule. 
A boxer may emerge with a blackened eye or a cut lip or 
even ott occasions may sustain a broken nose, but it is 
seldom that he is battered up. 

Twenty-five or thirty years ago, it was different, for 
in those early days, men fonght with their bare knuckles, 
and the sport was brutal, If a man was thrown or 
knoeked down he was fixed up for the next round until 
he was unable to go farther, Now they box with hig 
padded gloves. The rounds are three minutes with a 
minute's rest between; if a man is knocked down and 
fails to get up in ten seconds, that ends the bout. 

Boxing is nothing more or less than a_scientifle ex- 
hibition of the art of self-defense and attack, and of 
the same nature as any other exhibition which is won 
by endurance and skill. 

Boxers seldom have any personal spite, and they 
show this by shaking hands, It is purely a matter of 
business, In some places boxers pull, haul, and hit in 
elinehes, in what they call in-flehting, They are trying 

vtec cout their opponents by this method, which in its 
wan ds amentitie, Hitting in clinches is not allowed in 
Aherin, } 
thipe that oatways puzzles one not aceustomed to 
Haman when he is knoeked out, can after 
wowhile cel up and eoatinne te fatty. and efaim that he 
has pot been buret in the feast. in the drst place a man 
Who bas been KkKnoeked out dees not know where te was 
hit or what happened after le was hit  uetil he comes 
to if he temporarily lost his senses, There is something 
about a knoekout that robs ih of all unpleasantness, It 
is a kind ofsedtream.

mementos of a severe battle. 

A boxer, to be a boxer, bas to be,in the very best 
physical condition, and blows have dittle or no. effect 
upon him, But if you fook a man who had not been 
through the hard. training and sent him into the ring 
every blow would raise @ bump ora cutin him, ‘That is 
why a man aeensiomed to boxing, and who suffers feom 
any |jltle buinp he sustains himself cannot make him- 
self believe that boxing is not brutal. Real boxers. (rain 
hard for their bouts, and if they did not train the result 
would be different.
